Graham returned laet 
midnig ht from ICansas City, where 
he represented the Sedalia Base­ 
ball association yesterday at the 
meeting of Missouri Valley leag ue 
directors. 
While* in 
Kansas 
City 
Dr. 
Graham met Henry Ford, Seda- 
lia’s clever left fielder, who says 
he has been offered $9 0 a month 
to play with the Cedar Rapids 
team in the Three I leag ue and is 
anxious for his release. 
He has 
been reserved by Sedalia, 
how­ 
ever, and offered more money than 
was paid him last year, and he 
will play either here or no place, 
provided some other club does not 
purchase his release. 
As stated in yesterday's 
D e m o ­ 


c r at , Nevada will open ti.e sea­ 
son here on Saturday, May 2d, and 
will also play here Sund ly and 
Monday. 
Sedalia then 
g oes to 
Nevada, Joplin and Spring field 
for three g ames each. 
Returning home, Sedalia plays 
three g ames each with Spring field 
and Joplin, and then g oes abroad 
for three g ames each with Pitts­ 
burg , Fort Scott, lola and Leaven­ 
worth. 
Out of the 126 g ames scheduled 
for the season, which closes Sept. 
13, Sedalia g ets ten Sunday g ames 
and two of three holidays, Nevada 
playing here on the Fourth of July 
and Leavenworth on Labor Day, 
Monday, Sept. 7 . 
lola has not yet put up any por­ 
tion of her I300 g uarantee to play 
the season throug h, but was g iven 
until tomorrow to do so. 
It is 
almost certain the necessary coin 
will be forthcoming at that time, 
but in the event it does not she 
will forfeit her franchise and it 
will be awarded to Topeka. 
Dr. Graham says the meeting 
was a satisfactory one in every par­ 
ticular, and there was no kicking 
to amount to anything over the 
schedule. 
The Kansas City Times 
of this morning had the following 
in reg ard to the meeting : 


About the most important mat­ 
ter was the adoption of the Spald­ 
ing ball as the official leag ue bail. 
The mag nates had 
propositions 
from Gus Hanson, Spalding ’s local 
representative, 
and 
from

ling s company, of St. 'Louis. 
The leag ue ratified the adoption 
of 
the 
schedule 
presented 
at 
Wednesday’s session. 
Gus A l­ 
berts and F. G. Kelly, both of To­ 
peka, went before the meeting and 
made a talk for the admission of 
Topeka to the circuit. 
After some 
discussion 
the mag nates decided 
liOt to increase the circuit this year, 
but Topeka was promised any va­ 
cancy that mig ht occur during the 
season. 
The proposition to chang e 
the name of the leag ue to “ W est­ 
ern association” fell flat, the mag ­ 
nates being unanimous in their op­ 
position. 
Among the new rules adopted 
were the following : 
All postponed g ames must be 
played off at the discretion of the 
home manag ers. 
This will not 
apply to the first trip around the 
circuit, as no double-headers will 
be played until after that trip has 
been completed. The g eneral fund 
sum to be paid into the leag ue by 
clubs playing at home was reduced 


from $7 to $5. 
Tlie amount must 
be paid for every scheduled g ame, 
whether the contest is pulled off or 
not. 
Each home club is required 
to furnisli two or more uniformed 
policemen or other officers to pre­ 
serve the peace at ball g ames. The 
manag er of the club playing at 
home must keep the crowd back 
sixty feet from the diamond or for­ 
feit the g ame. 
A 
g reat 
many 
other 
minor 
chang es in the rules, all for the 
best interests of the leag ue, were 
adopted. 
The mag nates adjourned 
without date sliortly after 5 o’clock.

which the mag nates were closeted, 
for Jimmy has not yet decided 
which club in the leag ue shall be 
honored by his presence this year 
He will probably be with Sedalia. 
Cy Weeks, who will taste the joys 
and sorrows of Western leag ue 
baseball for the first time this sea­ 
son with Charley Nicholas’ Blue 
Sox, received the alternate felicita­ 
tion and sympathy 
ot the bunch. 
Tom Weeks, 
C y’s brother, 
will 
probably catch for Nevada. Harry 
Cheek has already sig ned with the 
team in that capacity. 
Manag er 
Ed Cusack, who won a reputation 
as a handler of the indicator in the 
leag ue last year, conversed with his 
proteg e and awaited developments. 
Harry McLear, one of the members 
of the new Leavenworth team, was 
also in evidence. McLear will play 
shortstop for Hug hes’ Soldiers, and 
he is said to be the real thing .

A t 5 o’clock this morning people 
residing in the vicinity of North

Mrs. Emily Marshall, Leonard 
Ruby, Pearl Meyers and Mrs. Lucy 
Harris, colored people, responded 
to

alarm, 
and, 
carrying 
lanterns, went to the m an’s rescue. 
They found William Woodward, 
the ag ed g ardener, mired in the 
mud. 
He had attempted to cross 
from Ohio to Osag e streets, along 
Henry, and stepped into a soft 
place at the crossing , and went 
into the mud above his knees. 
Woodward had vainly tried to 
extricate himself from the mire 
and was almost exhausted from his 
exertions when his rescuers reached 
him and pulled the g ardener from 
his perilous position.

Deliberate Attempt to Kill a Man and 
His Family .

M or r i s on 
, Mo., March 6 . — The 
home of Fritz Steinke, a few miles 
south of Morrison,Gasconade coun­ 
ty, was partially wrecked by dyna­ 
mite about 8 .*30 o’clock last nig ht, 
and the lives of Steinke and his 
family were probably saved throug h 
ig norance in the use of dynamite 
on the part of the person making 
the attempt. 
Steinke is a prosperous German 
farmer. 
Bloodhounds will be g otten, if 
possible, and every effort made to 


catch the perpetrator of the deed. 
Tracks 
were found near the 
house, evidently made by a larg e 
iiiin wearing a larg e sized shoe, 
but there is no other clew as to the 
perpetrator. 
Fuse found near the house left no 
doubt as to it being a deliberate 
attempt to kill Steinke and his 
family,

Under the senate’s plan the same 
percentage of voters must petition 
in every congressional district in 
the state in order to invoke the 
benefits of the measure. 
Thus, the 
agricultural classes may be unani­ 
mously in favor of a measure, but 
unless they can secure in the con­ 
gressional districts of St. Louis the 
same percentage of petitioners that 
is required in the rural districts, no 
law in their interest can be either 
initiated or referred. This is some­ 
thing decidedly new in the history 
of direct legislation. 
But we pre­ 
dict right now that 
the senate 
measure will never become the law 
of Missouri.

Louis R e ­ 
public, that the follow in g ar e the 
chief points in the findings of the 
anthr acite coal str ike commission : 
T her e w ill

pay for m ining, to take effect fr om

time the miner s r etur ned to 


w or k, last O ctober . 
T h e causes of the str ike, as fixed 
by the commission, w ill 
not 
be 
com for ting to the coal m ining com ­ 
panies. 
T h e boycott will be condemned 
and the pr inciple will be laid down 
that a miner has a r ight to w or k 
without molestation, evefa though 
he does not belong to the union.
